Perhaps the sharpest fight of 
the session developed over an at- 
tempt by Representative William 
Lanier, of Richmond county, to 
exempt from the sales tax levy 
necessities of life, such as milk, 
coffee, sugar, salt, molasses, meat, 
flour, lard, and ice. 

“If you tax these necessities,” 
shouted the dark-haired, incisive 
legislator from Augusta, “you'll 
not be merely taking the levy out 
of the pockets of the poor—you’ll 
be taking it out of their stom- 
achs.” 

Lanier asserted quite frankly he 
intended to vote against the sales 
tax but urged that his amendment 
be included so as to protect the 
poor in case of passage.

DEFEAT OF POWER 
TAX BILL VIEWED 


Crump. Forces Predict 
TVA Electricity Will Es- 
cape Because of Liquor. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March, 2.— 
(UP)—Tennessee today became 
the 45th state to repeal its pro- 
hibition laws. 

The 29-year-old law forbidding 
sale of intoxicating liquors was re- 
pealed when both the house and 
senate overrode Governor Pren- 
tice Cooper’s veto of a local op- 
tion liquor bill written by Rep- 
resentative Lon Austin and Sen- 
ator Lester Doak. 

The vote to override the Gov- 
ernor in the senate was 17 to 16. 
The house passed the bill 55 to 38. 

Thus, sale of legalized liquor in 
Tennessee possibly was only 40 
days away. The law provides 
that counties may call local op- 
tion elections on petition of 10 
per cent of the voters. The elec- 
tions may be called any time 40 
days after the date of the enact- 
ment. | 

Cooper vetoed the bill because 
it did not conform to a platform 
pledge he had made during his 
campaign for Governor. He re- 
turned the bill to the legislature 
just a few minutes after the house 
had concurred in senate amend- 
ments attached yesterday. 

The senate first passed the bill 
yesterday by a vote of 18 to 15. 
It had been passed by the house 
the day before by a vote of 52 
to 42, 

The measure does not allow 
selling of mixed drinks, It pro- 
vides for sale of liquor in pack- 
age form in counties where it is 
legalized by elections. 

Senate amendments, all minor, 
were approved by the house after 
little debate. 

As a result of passage of the 
liquor bill, the Shelby county 
(Memphis) delegation predicted 
quick defeat of a bill to levy a 
tax on Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity power distributed by city- 
owned systems if it were brought 
to a vote. 

This bill, sponsored by Cooper, 
would levy a three per cent gross 
receipts tax on electricity. He had 
drawn the measure as “stop gap” 
legislation to replace more than 
$1,000,000 revenue to be lost to 
the state through sale of private 
utilities to municipalities. Forces 
of Political Boss Ed Crump, of 
Memphis, asserted that the tax 
on liquor would render the power 
revenue bill unnecessary. 

With liquor legislation out of 
the way, the dam holding up nu- 
merous bills was broken. Spon- 
sors of a bill to legalize horse rac- 
ing planned to bring up their 
measure tomorrow.

LONDON, March 2.—(4)—How- 
ard Carter, 66, Egyptologist and 
discoverer of the treasures of King 
Tut-Ankh-Amen’s tomb, died to- 
night at his London home. 


Discovery of Egyptian riches in 
the tomb of the boy King, Tut- 
Ankh-Amen, in 1922 after nine 
years of exploration by the Nor- 
folk-born painter and archaeolo- 
gist, proved to be a momentous 
find.

Superlative Spectacle. 

It is replete with religious sym- 
bolism, rich in inspiration for the 
devout, superlative as a spectacle 
for the Catholic or non-Catholic 
sightseer. 

The new pontiff must rise early 
to prepare himself. At 8:30 a. m. 
he, his immediate court, and the

Familiar with Germans, 

He is all the more familiar with 
Germans for having been papal 
nuncio in Germany during the lat- 
ter part of the World War and 
afterward and for negotiating the 
concordat of 1929.

Then, as he sat in his throne 
chair, the cardinals approached in 
the order of their rank and kissed 
his foot and then his hand. 

The pontiff kissed the cheek of 
each in turn and the conclave then 
was declared ended. 

Kneels in Homage. 

Prince Ludovici Chigi-Albani, 
grand master ot the Order of Malta 
and marshal of the conclave, en- 
tered the chapel and knelt in hom- 
age before the new Pope. 

Other dignitaries were admitted 
and paid similar homage. 

Since the pontiff had automati- 
cally relinquished his duties as sec- 
retary of state when he became 
Cardinal Camerlengo at Pius XI’s 
death, the secretary of the con- 
clave, Monsignor Vincenzo San- 
toro, officially notified the diplo- 
matic corps of the election. 

Monsignor Santoro will act as 
secretary of state until the Pope 
designates a cardinal for the post. 

Francesco Cardinal Marchetti 
Selvaggiani, the Pope’s vicar for 
Rome, formally notified the faith- 
ful of the election of the new pon- 
tiff by ordering prayers and the 
Te Deum chanted in all the 
churches. | 

The Pope then gave his atten- 
tion to appointment of his pon- 
tifical court and the naming of 
the day for his coronation.

NEWPOPE IS FIRST 
TO USE GYMNASIUM 


Pius XII Comes From Long- 
Lived Family; Is Frail But | 
of Sturdy Health. 


VATICAN CITY, March 2.—(P) 
The new Pope, though of frail 
form, enjoys good health and is 
of the thin, ascetic type that usual- 
ly lives long. 

His paternal grandfather, a high 
functionary of the Vatican, died 
at the age of 100 in 1902. His fa- 
ther, a Consistorial advocate, also 
lived to a ripe age. 

The new Pontiff keeps in trim 


by regular exercise in a gymna- 
sium in his apartments. Since it is 
virtually assured he will continue 
this practice he will be the first 
Pope to have a modern gymna- 
sium. 

The twentieth century, however, 
has a very small chance of equal- 
ling the record of the nine- 
teenth century for the smallest 
number of popes in history. 

Only six popes governed the 
church in the 19th century, where- 
as the new Pope is already the 
fifth for this century. 

Pius IX, longest reigning pope 
in history, 1846 to 1878, and Leo 
XIII, second longest reigning pope 
in history, 1878 to 1903, were both 
19th century pontiffs. 

The 15th century had nine popes, 
the 16th and 17, the 17th had 11 
and the 18th had eight. The 10th, 
llth and 12th centuries had wore 
than 20 popes each. )

VATICAN CITY, March 2.—(P) 
Dennis Cardinal Dougherty, of 
Philadelphia, hailed the election of 


Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli today as 
an event which would give “uni- 
versal satisfaction.” 

After leaving the conclave for 
his hotel in Rome, Cardinal 
Deugherty -issued the following 
statement: 

“The election of His Eminence, 
Cardinal Pacelli, as Pope has not 
been a surprise. In fact it was 
generally expected. From his 
early manhood he had been an 
outstanding ecclesiastic and long 
ago it was predicted he would be- 
come Pope of this church.

Naming of Hayes 
Successor One ot 
Duties 


VATICAN CITY, March 2.—() 
One of the first duties of Pope 
Pius XII will be to appoint an 


archbishop of New York, a seat 
vacated by the death of Patrick 
Cardinal Hayes, 

Another will be the -calling of 
his first consistory to fill some, 
at least, of the vacancies in the 
college of cardinals, one of which 
resulted from Cardinal Hayes’ 
death, and another from his own 
election as Pope today. 

Appointment of the new arch- 
bishop was considered imminent 
at the time Pius XI died and, 
therefore, is expected to receive 
the attention of the new pontiff 
soon. Cardinal Hayes died Sep- 
tember 4, 1938. 

Vatican circles considered Mon- 
signor Stephen Donahue, auxiliary 
bishop of New York, an outstand- 
ing candidate for the post. Mon- 
signor Donahue has been in charge 
of the New York diocese since 
Cardinal Hayes’ death. 

Others mentioned are Monsig- 
nor Edward Mooney, archbishop 
of Detroit; Monsignor Francis J. 
Spellman, auxiliary archbishop of 
Boston, and Monsignor John T. 
McNicholas, archbishop of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. 

The choice,lies entirely with 
the Pope. 

The naming of two new car- 
dinals for the United States, in- 
stead of merely the one that would 
restore the list to four, is consid- 
ered a strong possibility. 

The three American cardinals, 
O’Connell, Dougherty and Munde- 
lein, attending the conclave for 
the first time as a full group, 
would have an excellent oppor- 
tunity to inform the new pontiff 
of the feeling of many Catholics 
in America that he should give 
college. 

The last American, George Car- 
dinal Mundelein, was elevated to 
the purple on March 24, 1924.

PACELLI ELECTION 
PLEASING 10 HULL 


Governmental and Religious 
Quarters in U. S. Express 
Satisfaction. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(7) 
The selection of the papal secre- 
tary of state as the new pontiff 
of the Catholic church brought 
expressions of satisfaction today 
from governmental and religious 
quarters here. 


Secretary of State Hull told a 
press conference that it was a mat- 


ter of satisfaction and pleasure to 
learn of the selection of Cardinal 
Pacelli. 

High officials of the Catholic 
church in this country agreed that 
no previous Pope had such wide 
acquaintance with affairs and life 
in the United States. 

The Most Rev. Amleto Giovanni 


Cicognani, apostolic delegate, re- 
ferred to the new Pope’s visit to 
the United States in the fall of 
1936, when he was a cardinal, and 
said: 

“Pius XII was enthusiastic 
about what he saw in this coun- 
try and commented frequently on 
the great vitality of this nation.” 

The apostolic delegate recalled 
that the new pontiff ‘“‘was so eager 
to learn personally as much as 
possible about the American peo- 
ple during the few weeks that he 
remained here that his travelings 
to every section of the United 
States were done for the most part 
by airplane.” 

The State Department will re- 
ceive formal notification soon of 
the election of the new Pope, if 
custom is followed. Usually, the 
notification comes either through 
a communication from the Col- 
lege of Cardinals to the American 
embassy in Rome or through the 
apostolic delegate in Washington. 

Pius XII is the first Pope ever 
to have visited the United States, 
said the Right Rev. Michael J. 
Ready, general secretary of the 
National Catholic Welfare confer- 
ence, adding that his selection was 
“most gratifying to us in the Unit- 
ed States in view of his personal 


tory telegrams upon his election.

SALES TAX BILL

man’s question,” said Key. “I did 
vote against the income tax meas- 
ure which I felt would penalize in- 
dustry and drive wealth from the 
state. When you hurt industry, 
whom do you hurt essentially? 
The wage-earner. That was my 
position.” 

The exchange referred. to the 
house’s passage of a bill to dis- 
allow deduction of federal income 
tax payments in computing net 
incomes for taxation by the state. 
Proponents of this measure assert- 
ed it would mean more than $1,=} 
000,000 more revenue annually 
from the state. The bill would be- 
come effective as of January 1 this 
year. It was transmitted imme- 
diately to the senate, barring a 
move to reconsider. 

“Test” of Sales Bill. 

The motion to table the sales 
tax bill and all substitutes and 
amendments, including a luxury 
tax measure to levy a 20 per cent 
tax on soft drinks, amusement ad- 
missions and the like, was made 
by Representative W. H. Jones, of 
Brantley, an independent. Jones 
voted against his own motion. 

Jones explained that his only 
aim in making the motion was to 
determine something of the 
strength the sales tax proposal 
held. The vote against tabling was 
141 to 41. 

Many legislators said they did 
not consider this an-.accurate test 
because they believed many rep- 
resentatives who opposed the sales 
tax bill favored the luxury tax 
measure which would have been 
sent into cold storage along with 
it by tabling. They added that they 
felt others opposed to it preferred 
the direct and conclusive method 
of acting in a final vote rather 
than through a tabling motion. A 
bill laid on the table like the ap- 
propriations bill earlier this week 
can be removed for renewed ac- 
tion by a majority vote. 

3 Per Cent Tax. 

The sales tax bill would levy a 
3 per cent tax on retail sales. Un- 
der the amendment this also 
would include rents charged by 
hotels, services furnished by utili- 
ties like electricity, gasoline, tele- 
phone and telegraph: service and 
on bus, railroad and street cer 
fares as well as on transportation 
of freight and baggage. 

Representative Lanier asserted 
he believed the amendment would 
mean about $7,000,000 more than 
the original $11,000,000 annually

' Senate Warned of War Talk 


‘Johnson Criticizes Roose- 
_ velt’s. Foreign Policy; 
- ‘America Wants No 
.. War,’ Veteran Declares. 


-. WASHINGTON, March 2.—(P) 
Senator Johnson, Republican, Cal- 
ifornia, leveled a forefinger at the 
senate today and warned it, as one 
who sat in that. body in the try- 
ing days of 1917, that “insidious 
propaganda” is at work again to 
lead this nation into war. 

Laying down a two-point foreign 
policy, which he said would have 
the thoroughgoing support of the 
public, he declared in a rising 
voice: 

“First, America wants no war. 
America will fight to defend her- 
self, but America wants no war. 

“And secondly, America will 
have no entangling alliances; not 
only that, but America will have 

‘no commitments, no understand- 
ings or agreements by which we 
may be taken into the vortex of a 
war, or by which we might be 
‘taken into the disputes of Europe.” 

While the Californian, veteran 
of many a fight to keep America 

‘from what he terms “foreign in- 
volvements,” was criticizing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s foreign policy as 
leading to “sanctions,” which he 
called worse than war itself, and 
denouncing the recent sale of 
planes to France as surrounded 
with “secrecy and stealth,” the 
hubbub over national defense and 
foreign policy continued else- 
where.

“Deeply Impressed.” #3 

“IT was deeply impressed with 
the facilities in Florida for the care 
and cure of tuberculosis,” he de- 
clared. “Their plant and equipment 
is modern and up-to-date, and I 
believe their program for tuber- 
culosis control is better than that 
in your state of Georgia. 

“However,” Dr. Pearson added, 
“it is my opinion that the methods 
in England are better than in this 
country.” 

This, he explained, was because 
activities of tuberculosis control 
agencies in Great Britain were 
better co-ordinated than in this 
country. Each unit, from the health 
officer to the Joint Control Coun- 
cil, functions jointly and comprises 
an integral whole, he said. 

' Dr. Pearson visited Georgia 
Tech and the Techwood housing 
development, and said he was 
highly impressed with the latter 
project. 

Slum Work Expert. 

He is no stranger to slum clear- 
ance and housing projects, being 
a member of the Council of the 
Garden, City and Town Planning 
Association of England. Dr. Pear- 
son has made a close study of 
slum housing conditions in Eng- 
land and about three years ago 
wrote a book on the subject, “The 
Growth and Distribution of Pop- 
ulation,” which was widely read 
both in this country and in Eng- 
land. Another book, “London’s 
Overgrowth, and the Causes of 
Swollen Cities,” will be published 
in London this month. 

“I think the American authori- 
ties have done a splendid job in 
the Techwood and Atlanta Uni- 
versity housing projects,” Dr. 
Pearson said. ‘“‘We in England have 
our problems regarding slum 
clearance, and from the develop- 
ments here in Atlanta I have 
gleaned many practical ideas 
which I shall take back to England 
with me. 

“They will be of great use to

Analyzing 
A Safety 
Play 


By Harold Sharpsteen. 


Is it really worth while to both- 
er with safety plays in rubber 
bridge games? Many players of 
limited experience have asked this 
question. 

The answer is, obviously, “yes.” 
even though it has been the con- 
tention of some that too many 
overtricks are lost by refusing to 
try for the maximum. 

Careful analytical checkup, 
however, appears to discredit the 
argument that the safety play is a 
losing policy. Take a typical ele- 
mentary play for example: 

(Dummy.) 
S—A 10 9 8 (2) . 


S—K 7 6 (5) 
GIVES FIRST TRICK. 


When it is necessary to avoid 
the loss of more than one trick in 
spades, any good bridge player 
knows the proper play is to lead 
the spade 5 and play dummy’s 
deuce so long as West does not 
show out. 

The question is, does this play 
prove a paying proposition in rub- 
ber bridge? Obviously, there is no 
argument in tournament play 
when even the most remote safety 
play is usually considered the best 
policy. 

WHAT IT COSTS. 

Let us see what happens in 100 
tries to insure a non-vulnerable 
game, said to be worth 400 points 
in the invisible score, as against a 
penalty of 50 points going set, try- 
ing for an extra trick. 

In 100 deals a 4-0 split can be 
expected 10 times. 

Ignoring the safety play, there 
is a 50-50 chance that. declarer 
will hit upon the right honor to 
lead and the Q J XX can still be 
picked up for the loss of one trick. 
The safety play, therefore, saves 
game and the 50-point penalty 
five times in 100 deals with a 4-0 
split or it is worth five times 450 
points or a total of 2,250 points in 
100 deals. 

WHAT IT SAVES. 

When the suit splits 2-2, declar- 
er makes an extra trick if he plays 
for a drop by leading out his two 
top honors. A 2-2 split occurs 40 
times in 100 deals, according to 
the law of averages. 

This would seem at first to indi- 
cate the safety play would lose 40 
times 30 or 1,200 points. Further 
delving into the law of proba- 
bilities, however, reveals that once 
in six times with a 2-2 break, 
when declarer leads low, the Q J 
doubleton will turn up in one 
hand and there will be no need

Rolling is one of the best hip 
reducers and also one of the easi- 
est.

MANTON INDICTED 
IN BENCH FRAUD 


Resigned U. S. Jurist Spe- 
cifically Cited in Patent 
Suit Appeal. 


NEW YORK, March 2.—(4)— 
Martin T. Manton, who less than 
a month ago was the senior judge 


of the United States circuit court | 
of appeals, was indicted by a fed- | 
eral grand jury today on a con- 
spiracy charge involving payments 
of large sums of money. 

A few hours after the .indict- 
ment was handed up physicians 
disclosed that an operation was 
scheduled for tomorrow afternoon 
on the ailing, white-haired former 
jurist. 

Ranking in importance next to 
the justices of the United States 
supreme court, Manton resigned 
after 23 years. on the federal bench 
in the midst of accusations by New 
York County District Attorney 
Thomas E. Dewey that he had ac- 
cepted loans from litigants before 
his court. 

Named in the: indictment with 
Manton was George M. Spector, 
one-time confidential agent for the 
late Archie M. Andrews, promo- 
ter and. financier. Conviction 
would make Manton and Spector 
liable to maximum sentences of 
six years in~ prison and $30,000 | 053 
fines.
